The  Sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Cumberland  County  Sab¬ 
bath  School  Association  convened  in  the  Methodist  Church,  Ship- 
pensburg,  Pa.,  Thursday  evening,  May  30,  1878,  at  8  o’clock. 

OPENING  EXERCISES. 

Bro.  C.  B.  Neisley,  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  called 
the  Convention  to  order,  stating  that  it  was  proper  in  opening  the 
exercises  of  the  work  in  which  we  were  engaged,  to  look  for  Divine 
guidance  and  instruction,  and  that  he  would  read  the  words  of  the 
Great  Teacher  found  in  Matt.,  18th  chap. 

After  singing — “All  Hail  the  Power  of  Jesus’  Name,”  prayer 
was  offered  by  Per.  Win.  A.  M’Carrell,  of  Shippensburg. 

Anthem, — “0,  Be  Joyful  in  the  Lord,”  by  the  choir,  under  the 
leadership  of  Prof.  Sam’l  A.  Wilson.  Miss  Lydia  Bender  at  the 
organ. 

ADDRESS  OF  WELCOME. 

Bev.  Black,  M.  E.  Church,  then  extended  a  hearty  welcome  to 
the  Convention  in  the  following  -words: 

Fellow  Laborers  in  tiie  Vineyard  of  the  Master  We  welcome 
you  into  our  midst.  We  recognize  In  you  and  the  cause  to  which  you  have 
consecrated  your  time  and  your  talents,  important  factors  in  the  world’s 
evangelization.  We  regard  the  work  in  which  you  are  engaged,  and  in  the 
interests  of  which  we  have  convened  on  this  occasion,  as  pre-eminently  the 
work  of  God. 

The  importance  of  this  work  is  apparent  when  we  consider  the  field  in 
which  you  toil  and  the  character  of  the  work  you  perform.  To  your  care 
.  and  instruction  are  committed  the  plastic  will,  the  tender  conscience  and  the 
trusting  heart  of  childhood.  A  more  invitiDg  field  or  one  that  offers  a  brighter 
prospect  for  a  glorious  harvest  is  not  open  to  the  Christian  worker  of  to  day. 
Nor  is  there  a  more  laborious,  more  self-sacrificing,  more  responsible  position 
to  which  you  could  be  called,  unless  it  be  that  of  the  ministry  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  and  in  many  respects  your  position  is  not  even  second  to  that. 
In  view,  then,  of  the  glorious  work  in  which  you  are  engaged  and  the  high 
motives  that  prompt  you  in  coming,  we  extend  to  you  a  cordial  welcome. 

As  citizens,  we  welcome  you  to  our  town.  Blind  indeed  must  be  that 
mind  which  fails  to  see  the  importance  and  value  of  your  work  to  our  town 
and  to  our  country.  Looking  at  it  from  a  merely  selfish  staudpoint,  we,  as 
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citlzer  s  of  this  community  ar.cl  this  country,  cannot  afford  to  have  the  work 
of  training  our  children  up  to  virtue  aid  to  purity,  neglected,  and  if  we  do 
neglect  this  work  we  do  it  at  the  peril  of  our  peace  and  happiness  as  a  com¬ 
munity,  as  wTell  as  at  the  peril  of  our  free  institutions  as  a  nation.  It  is 
ti ue  our  public  schools  are  doing  a  grand  work  for  the  nation.  But  if  our 
children  receive  a  secular  education  merely  without  the  truths  of  Gfod  being 
instilled  in  their  minds  and  their  hearts  our  country  has  little  to  hope  for  iu 
the  future.  For  God  has  said  “Righteousness  exalteth  a  nation  but  sin  is  a 
reproach  to  any  people,”  and  if  we  would  avoid  this  reproach  as  a  nation  our 
children  must  be  trained  in  the  “nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord.” 
Let  the  precious  seeds  of  Divine  truth  be  planted  in  their  natures  in  child¬ 
hood,  and  in  the  years  that  are  to  come  they  will  be  found  to  be  true  to  their 
country  and  true  to  their  God. 

Hence  as  citizens  and  lovers  of  our  country  and  her  free  institutions,  we 
welcome  you  to  our  midst  and  say,  God  speed  you  in  your  work.  As  Sabbath 
School  workers,  we  extend  to  you  the  right  hand  of  fellowship  and  say 
welcome.  We  have  bten  toiling  in  the  same  field,  commissioned  by  the  same 
Great  Head  of  the  church,  prompted  by  the  same  love,  experienced  the  same 
difficulties,  endured  the  same  hardships,  cherished  the  same  hopes,  dreaded 
the  same  evils  and  anticipated  the  same  rewards.  After  the  labors  of 
another  year  we  come  together  in  order  to  review  the  past  and  to  peer  into 
the  future — to  consult  together  as  to  the  best  means  to  be  employed  in  carry¬ 
ing  on  our  work— to  offer  words  of  comfort  and  encouragement  to  each  other 
and  together  to  invoke  heaven’s  blessing  upon  our  toil. 

‘•Before  our  Father’s  throne 
We  pour  our  ardent  prayers; 

Our  hopes,  our  fears,  our  aims  are  one 
Our  comforts  and  our  cares.  ” 

As  members  of  Christ’s  Church  we  welcome  you,  not  as  members  of  this  or 
that  particular  branch  of  the  church,  but  as  members  of  Christ’s  Church. 
For  however  strongly  we  may  be  attached  to  our  respective  churches,  to  our 
peculiar  modes  and  doctrines,  yet  in  this  work  denominational  names  and 
peculiarities  are  not  known.  Here  we  stand  uoou  a  common  platform.  “  We 
know  no  name  but  Christian  and  we  wear  no  badge  but  Christ.”  Your  work 
is  our  woik,  for  we  know  full  well  that  the  iuterests  of  the  church  for  the 
future  is  connected  with  the  Sabbath  School  worker  of  to-day.  The  men  who 
are  to  fill  the  pulpits  aud  occupy  other  positions  of  trust  and  responsibility  in 
the  church  of  to-morrow  are  being  trained  by  the  Sabbath  School  workers  of 
to-day.  And  upon  the  fidelity  with  which  your  work  is  performed  will  de¬ 
pend  the  character  of  the  men,  as  well  as  the  interests  of  our  Zion  for  the 
future.  Any  means  therefore  that  has  a  tendency  to  increase  your  devotion 
to  the  work  and  your  ability  for  the  work,  will  be  hailed  by  us  and  by  all 
Christians  with  joy  and  gladness. 

Inasmuch,  then,  as  this  is  your  object  in  coming  into  our  midst  we  bid 
you  welcome.  As  ministers  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  we  bid  you  welcome. 
We  regard  you  aud  your  work  as  important  aids  to  our  work.  Indeed  we  are 
laborers  together  in  this  blessed  work.  Our  interests  are  identical,  and,  as 
from  the  field  of  your  labors  we  expect  to  recruit  the  ranks  of  the  Church, 
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so  from  us  you  have  a  right  to  expect  and  shall  certainly  receive  sympathy, 
encouragement  and  support.  In  a  word,  by  all  and  to  all  a  hearty  welcome 
is  extended.  Welcome  to  our  town!  Welcome  to  our  homes!  Welcome  to 
our  hearts!”

The  President  of  the  Convention,  J.  C.  Stock,  Carlisle,  then 
responded  to  the  “Words  of  Welcome”  as  follows  : 

RESPONSE. 

Christian-  Friends  of  Shippensburg-  The  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Sixth  Annual  Conveutiou  of  the  Cumberland  County  Sabbath  School 
Association,  has  conferred  upon  me,  its  President,  the  very  pleasant  and 
agreeable  duty  of  responding  to  your  warm,  earnest  and  eloquent  words  of 
welcome.  In  the  discharge  of  this  duty  let  me  assure  you  that  we  appreciate 
and  accept  with  gratitude  your  proffered  kindness.  This  is  not  the  first  time 
that  we,  as  an  Association,  have  met  in  your  midst.  Pour  years  ago  it  was 
the  pleasure  of  some  of  us  to  sit  with  you  under  your  own  “vine  and  fig  tree,” 
to  enjoy  your  Christian  society,  to  share  your  open  hospitality  and  to  talk 
i  with  you  about  the  joys  of  Heaven.  We  have  come  then  into  your  midst,  not 
as  strangers  but  as  friends  who  have  learned  to  love  you  and  to  regard  you  as 
fellow-workers  in  the  grand  and  noble  cause  which  we  represent.  We  have 
■  returned  to  renew  our  acquaintance,  to  strengthen  the  bond  of  Christian 
fellowship  and  to  assure  you  that  the  tsabbath  School  cause  of  Cumberland 
County  has  lost  none  of  its  lustre  since  then,  and  that  we  are  as  devoted  to 
its  interests  to-night  as  ever.  The  delegates  from  the  various  schools  of  the 
County  reach  out  their  hands  with  fraternal  greeting  and  bid  you  God-speed 
in  this  work.  ’Though  there  may  be  some  here  who  suffer  their  hearts  to 
despond  and  are  ready  to  exclaim  with  the  prophet  of  old,  “who  hath  believed 
our  report,  and  to  whom  is  the  arm  of  the  Lord  revealed?”  to  all  such  let  me 
say,  “despondent  brother,  cheer  up!  A  glorious  future  is  beckoning  us 
onward.  The  time  between  the  sowing  and  the  reaping  is  not  so  long.  Since 
last  we  have  met  in  your  beautiful  ancieut  town,  over  sixteen  hundred  souls 
have  been  reported  to  us  as  having  been  brought  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth 
as  it  is  in  Christ  Jesus,  through  the  instrumentality  of  the  Sabbath  Schools 
in  the  county.  Our  hearts  are  made  to  rejoice  to  know  that  many  of  them 
are  faithful  workers  in  the  Sabbath  School  army  and  are  holding  up  the  Banner 
of  the  Cross  to  the  gaze  of  a  dying  people,  as  they  are  marching  on  to  victory* 
My  heart  is  full  of  feeling  and  were  I  to  enlarge  upon  the  advantages  of  the 
Sabbath  School  work  I  would  have  to  exclaim  with  the  Psalmist,  “They  are 
more  than  can  be  told.”  In  conclusion  then,  let  us  pray  that  we  may  receiye 
a  fresh  baptism  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  that  our  heaits  may  be  knit  together,  that 
we  may  enjoy  such  a  holy  communion  with  God  and  with  each  other  that  we 
may,  in  the  language  of  the  Apostle,  say,  “It  is  good  for  us  to  be  here.”  And 
after  having  enjoyed  such  a  feast  may  we  go  down  from  this  Mount  of  Priv¬ 
ileges  resolved  that  we  will  prove  faithful  to  the  cause  which  we  have  espoused, 
until  we  shall  hear  the  Master  say,  “It  is  enough.  Come  up  higher.”  Again, 
dear  friends  of  Shippeusburg,  let  me  chank  you,  kindly  thank  you  in  the 
name  of  our  Association,  for  this  cordial  reception  and  for  the  words  of 
greeting  which  fell  from  the  lips  of  the  pastor  of  this  church.

The  President  then  read  his  Annual  Report. 

REPORT. 

Brethren  of  tiie  Convention  and  Christian  Friends: -To  give 
you  a  rehearsal  of  the  work  accomplished  by  this  Association  since  its  organ¬ 
ization  might  be  an  item  of  interest  to  si  me  of  our  younger  co-laborors,  as 
well  as  an  incentive  to  the  older  ones  to  a  continance  in  “well  doing.”  But, 
to  do  this  would  rt  quire  more  time  than  is  allotted  to  me  on  this  occasion. 
B-sides,  one  year  ago,  our  former  President  in  his  Annual  Address  gave  us  an 
historical  sketch,  so  replete  with  valuable  information  and  so  fraught  with 
instruction  relative  to  statistics,  the  origin  and  culmination  of  our  County 
Organization,  together  with  the  harmonious  and  prosperous  work  of  the  past, 
so  that  J  need  not  reiterate  any  special  facts  pertaining  to  the  rise  and  growth 
of  the  same.  My  remarks,  therefore,  will  not  be  so  much  of  a  retrospective 
as  of  a  prospective  character,  and  m  ire  especially  directed  to  some  of  the 
results  already  achieved. 

And  first  of  all,  Dear  Brethren,  allow  me  to  call  your  attention  to  this  day 
of  “National  Fame.”  A  day  which  was  celebrated  throughout  the  lengih 
and  breadth  of  our  glorious  country  by  America’s  patriotic  sous  and  daugh¬ 
ters,  with  imposing  military  honors  and  brilliant  civic  displays,  in  memory 
of  the  patriotic  dead,  who  fell  during  the  struggle  of  a  fratricidal  war  to 
preserve  the  proud  flag  of  our  country’s  glory,  and  to  venerate  and  perpetu¬ 
ate  the  grand  institutions  which  enrich  and  bless  our  land  with  heavenly 
truth  and  spiritual  influences.  As  these  devoted  men  and  women  prompted 
by  the  pure  and  noble  spirit  of  “Our  Fathers”  gathered  around  the  places 
where  rest  in  peace  the  dust  of  the  honored,  noble,  dead,  there  perchance  to 
drop  a  silent  tear,  and  to  3trew  their  graves  with  beautiful  and  fragrant 
flowers,  culled  by  loving  hands  as  an  evidence  to  hold  in  sacred  reverence, 
the  memories  of  those  who  sleep  beneath  the  grassy  mounds,  so  we,  the 
delegated  sons  and  daughters  of  “Old  Mother  Cumberland,”  have  gathered 
with  the  dear  Chiistian  people  of  Shippensburg  in -this  beautiful  temple 
dedicated  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  our  King,  to  bring  our  floral  offerings  of 
love  and  devotion  to  Him  whose  life  was  sacrificed,  not  upon  the  battle  field 
of  Gettysburg,  or  Antietam,  or  South  Mountain,  but  upon  the  ragged  brow  of 
Mount  Calvary;  from  whence  came  ringing  in  our  ears  the  burning  and  ever 
memorable  words,  “This  I  Did  For  Thee,”  from  motives  purer,  nobler, 
grander  and  holier,  than  those  which  prompted  the  patriotic  soldiers  now 
sleeping  in  their  peaceful  graves  in  our  National  Cemeteries.  History  in¬ 
forms  us  that  it  was  always  regarded  a  matter  of  honor  among  the  ancient 
Greeks  to  keep  the  tombs  of  their  dead  in  proper  repair.  A  •  similar  custom 
prevailed  among  the  Rimans.  If  it  is  meet  therefore  for  nations  to  keep  in 
loving  remembrance  their  martyred  dead,  and  for  us  as  individuals  to  show 
our  affectionate  gratitude  by  strewing  flowers  on  the  graves  of  our  departed 
loved  ones  of  earth,  how  much  more  becoming,  and  with  what  deeper 
feelings  of  affection  and  reverence,  ought  we  to  weave  garlands  of  immor- 
talles,  imperishable  and  enduring,  as  a  tribute  of  our  deep  and  abiding  love, 
around  the  sacred  name  of  Him,  who  died  not  for  his  country  merely,  but  fur 
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the  whole  world,  not  as  a  martyr  simply,  hut  as  the  Saviour  of  mankind. 
Decoration  Day,  then,  ought  to  echo  to  every  heart  the  Lord’s  request  in  his 
parting  hour  to  his  loved  disciples  “Do  this  in  remembrance  of  Me,”  and 
when  may  [  ask,  is  there  a  more  fitting  season  for  us,  who  profess  to  be 
devoted  followers  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  to  weave  a  memorial  -wreath 
worthy  of  his  cause,  than  when  we  meet  in  His  name  in  annual  conventions? 
?Tis  here  where  we  lose  sight  of  the  denominational  lines  which  mark  our 
distinction  during  the  year.  ’Tis  here  where  heart  beats  with  heart— as  we 
grasp  each  other  by  the  hand  and  maniftst  that  charity  that  thinketh  no 
evil.  ’Tis  here  where  the  warm  zeal  and  devotion  of  the  one,  electrifies  and 
enkindles  a  similar  feeling  in  the  heart  of  the  other,  until  we  all  feel  Hat 
“we  be  brethren”  and  have  one  common  loyalty  for  Jesus.  ’Tis  here,  where 
we  learn  to  bear  one  another’s  burdens,  and  so  fulfill  the  law  of  Christ.  ’Tis 
here  where  we  receive  lresh  impulses  to  lift  up  higher  and  higher  the  stand¬ 
ard  of  Christian  activity.  ’Tis  here,  where  we  learn  the  unst  successful 
plans  in  bringing  to  beauteous  bloom  the  little  buds  of  promise  which  are  en¬ 
trusted  to  our  care  for  training  and  culture  in  the  Sabbath  Schools  which  we 
represent.  Alas  !  many  of  the  cherished  fliwers  planted  and  reared  in  these 
gardens  of  spiritual  instruction  have,  during  the  past  year,  been  plucked  by 
angel  hands  and  b;  ve  been  transplanted  into  the  evergreen  bowers  of  the 
Celestial  Eden,  tl  ere  to  bloom  in  immortal  youth  aLd  shed  their  sweet 
fragrance  among  the  redeemed  in  Heaven.  Whilst  we  thus  sit  together  in 
such  delightful  places,  enjoying  the  opening  festivities  of  this  cur  Sixth  An¬ 
nual  Convention,  we  cannot  fail  to  observe  a  few  vacant  seats.  And  as  wo 
pause  to  recall  the  name  cf  B.  A.  Peebles,  a  former  Vice  President,  and  John 
Htffl  finger,  the  second  President  of  our  Association,  who,  during  the  past 
year,  were  suddenly  called  from  our  midst,  we  cannot  refrain  from  recalling 
their  Christian  virtues  and  devotion  to  the  Sabbath  School  Cause,  without 
being  admonished  “Be  ye  therefore  also  ready.”  Whilst  we  mourn  their 
loss  we  are  comforted  in  the  thought  that  they  have  only  gone  before  to  join 
the  grand  Sabbath  School  Convention  of  which  Jesus  is  the  Head. 

Although  the  dew  of  youth  is  still  fresh  upon  the  brow  of  ourorganization, 
yet  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  look  back  without  thanking  God  and  taking 
courage.  In  1870  the  Sabbath  School  work  of  Cumberland  County  was  re¬ 
ported  before  the  State  Sabbath  School  Convention  held  at  Harrisburg,  in 
twenty  words,  viz:  “Schools  in  fair  condition,  flourishing  in  the  chief  towns. 
No  organizition,  but  plenty  of  blood  and  bone  in  the  work.”  That  there  was 
a  general  awakening  among  the  “dry  bones”  in  Cumberland  County  since 
then  I  need  only  appeal  to  the  intelligent  audience  of  Sabbath  School  work¬ 
ers  gathered  here,  upon  whom  the  Lord  has  breathed  as  we  humbly  trust  the 
spirit  of  life  which  moved  us  to  enlist  ia  the  work  whose  cause  has  brought 
us  together.  The  Sabbath  Schools  in  Cumberland  County  to-day  are  not 
only  flourishing  in  our  chief  towns  but  also  in  the  rural  districts,  as  the  re¬ 
ports  from  the  Vice  Presidents  will  fully  testify.  The  Statistical  Secretary’s 
report  will  also  show  that  almost  Thirteen  Thousand  children  are  receiving 
Sabbatical  instruction  within  the  limits  of  the  County,  and  that  almost  two 
thousand  during  the  past  six  years  have  been  added  to  the  Church.  What  a 
glorious  work  !  Blessed  be  God  to  whom  be  all  the  glory  for  such  happy  re- 
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suits.  Besides  the  “dark cloud”  which  obstructed  our  individual  and  de¬ 
nominational  work  from  the  eyes  of  the  State  Association  prior  to  our 
County’s  organization,  has  been  dispelled,  and  the  silver  lining  made  visible, 
so  that  Cumberland  county  now  ranks  among  the  foremost  counties  in  the 
State;  and  during  the  past  year  she  has  been  honored  by  the  election  of  E. 
S.  Wagoner,  our  former  president,  to  the  Secretaryship  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Sabbath  School  Association.  As  we  now  stand  upon  the  vantage  ground  of 
another  year  and  behold  some  of  its  results,  we  are  led  to  exclaim,  “Hitherto 
hath  he  Lord  helped  us,  Because  He  hath  been  our  help  therefore  under 
the  shadow  of  His  wings  will  we  rejoice.”  Whilst  there  are  many  things  to 
encourage  us  in  our  labor  oflove  there  is  nothing  that  promises  a  richer 
harvest  in  its  influence  on  the  Church  and  the  State,  of  the  future,  than  the 
Sabbath  School  ot  the  present.  If  then,  we  would  improve  our  schools  and 
raise  them  to  a  higher  standard  of  proficiency  and  spirituality,  we  must  im¬ 
prove  ourselves.  A  stream  will  not  rise  higher  than  its  souice.  We  cannot 
teach  what  we  do  not  know.  Upon  us,  then,  depends  to  a  great  extent  the 
continued  success  of  this  Association,  and  since  success  does  not  consist  in 
the  quantity  but  the  quality  of  its  teaching— the  thoroughness  and  clearness 
with  which  Bible  truth  is  presented  to  the  mind  and  heart  of  the  scholar — 
let  us  then  examine  ourselves  whether  we  be  in  the  faith;  and  “study  to 
show  ourselves  approved  of  God,  workmen  that  need  not  to  be  astiamed, 
rightly  dividing  the  word  of  truth.”  Let  us  “search  the  Scriptures  daily, 
which  is  profitable  for  doctrine,  for  reproof,  for  correction,  for  instruction 
in  righteousness”  that  we  may  become  thoroughly  furnished  unto  all  good 
works,  yea,  become  “strong  in  the  Lord,  and  in  the  power  of  his  might, 
taking  the  sword  of  the  spirit  which  is  the  word  of  God;  praying  always 
with  all  prayer  and  supplication  in  the  spirit,  and  watching  there  unto  with 
all  perseverance  and  supplication”  for  the  souls  of  the  dear  children  entrust¬ 
ed  to  our  care;  that  they  may  early  become  converted  and  become  heirs  of 
that  kingdom  which  shall  never  be  destroyed.  If  any  teacher  has  a  success¬ 
ful  plan  of  preparing  a  lesson,  or  tact  in  gaining  the  attention,  or  winning 
the  affection  of  his  scholars  and  thereby  lead  them  to  the  “Fountain  of 
Living  Waters,”  it  is  a  duty  he  owes  to  his  fellow  teacher  to  impart  to  them 
the  secret  of  his  success.  This  can  be  done  in  a  five  minute  speech  under  the 
proper  subject  on  the  programme  as  they  will  be  brought  before  us.  Our 
prayer  then  is  that  the  “Master  of  the  Feast”  may  be  present;  that  a  spirit  of 
harmony  and  of  hearty  cooperation  may  prevail  amongst  us  during  the  ses¬ 
sions  of  the  Convention.  Yea,  that  we  may  be  led  by  the  Holy  Spirit  in  all 
oar  deliberations,  that  those  who  shall  lead  us  in  the  discussions  may  liter¬ 
ally  carry  out  the  Apostle  Paul’s  exhortation  to  the  Galatians:  “Let  him 
that  is  taught  in  the  word  communicate  unto  him  that  teacheth  in  all  good 
things.”  Then  shall  we  be  edified  and  return  from  this  fount  of  blessing 
with  our  hearts  all  aglow  to  work  among  the  springing,  blooming  flowers, 
resolved  that  we  will,  with  renewed  zeal,  prosecute  the  work  of  the  Sabbath 
School.  The  signs  of  the  times  seem  to  iudicate  that  results  far  more  glori¬ 
ous  than  any  heretofore  achieved  are  soon  to  be  realizsd.  “Behold,  the  days 
come,”  saith  the  Lord,  “that  the  plowman  shall  overtake  the  reaper  and  the 
treadcr  of  grapes  him  that  soweth  seed.”  “Say  not  ye,  there  are  yet  four 
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months,  and  then  eorneth  harvest?  behold,  I  say  unto  you,  lift  up  your  eye3 
and  look  ou  the  fields,  for  they  are  white  already  to  harvest.”

Ed.  S.  Wagoner,  Mechanicsburg,  State  Secretary  of  the  Sabbath 
School  Association,  gave  an  interesting  and  profitable  report  of 
the  Atlanta,  Ga.,  Convention,  under  the  topic  “Benefits  of  Sabbath 
School  Conventions,”  of  which  the  following  is  a  brief  synopsis: 

“CniusxiAN  Fhiends. — To  speak  of  the  glorious  results  arising  from  an 
attendance  upon  a  Sabbath  School  Convention  would  require  an  evening’s 
work;  but  when  it  is  necessary  to  speak  of  the  benefits  resulting  from  the 
Second  International  Sabbath  School  Convention  held  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  I 
feel  at  a  loss  to  know  what  to  say  first.”  He  related  the  story  of  the  boy  who 
was  kept  in  after  dark  in  the  preparation  of  a  lesson,  and  neither  threats  nor 
entreaties  could  induce  him  to  study;  at  last  his  father  appealed  to  his 
higher  manhood.  “What”  says  he,  “would  you  do  if  you  were  given  some 
important  position  in  life  in  which  you  were  compelled  to  act  for  yourself?’' 
Promptly  came  the  reply,  “I  would  resign.”  The  speaker,  from  a  sense  of 
modesty,  felt  as  if  he  would  like  to  say  the  same,  but  he  continued  and  in 
glowing  words  created  in  the  hearts  of  his  hearers  a  deep  desire  to  hear  and 
lead  more  of  that  International  Convention. 

The  beauty  and  fertility  of  the  country  as  seen  from  the  train  was  happily 
described.  On  every  haud  improvement  marks  the  history  of  the  Southern 
States — not  the  destitution  and  desolation  one  would  be  led  to  suppose  as  the 
result  of  the  late  civil  struggle.  The  cities  of  the  South  were  models  of 
beautv.  Atlanta,  Ga.,  is  a  representative  Southern  city.  The  entertain¬ 
ment  was  in  the  highest  degree  hospitable.  The  people  generous  and  kind, 
and  on  all  sides  happy  and  interested  faces  met  the  wondering  gaze  of  the 
Northern  delegates.  He  spoke  in  highest  terms  of  the  Southern  officials,  and 
pre-eminently  of  Col.  Colquitt,  Gov.  of  Georgia.  Loved  and  revered  by  every 
Georgian,  he  was  the  representative  of  lovely  Georgia  and  extended  in  right 
hearty  welcome  his  friendly  hand  across  the  bloody  chasm.  The  past  was 
forgotten— the  present  was  their’s  which  they  would  try  to  improve.  In 
pleasing  tones  he  gave  extracts  of  the  addresses  of  Dr.  John  Potts,  Canada, 
Gen.  Clinton  B.  Fiske,  of  New  Fork,  and  others,  which  were  productions  of 
great  applause.  He  spoke  in  regard  to  how  the  colored  delegates  were  made 
welcome,  of  the  International  System  of  Lessons,  and  closed  with  the  happy 
thought  that  as  the  song  of  the  Atlanta  Convention  was— “All  Hail  the 
Power  of  Jesus’  Name”— so  our  convention  would  be  characterized  by  the 
same  love  and  interest  in  the  work  which  would  leave  an  impress  for  incal¬ 
culable  good  as  the  results  of  our  convention.  Singing— 

“Have  we  on  the  Lord  believed 
Still  there’s  more  to  follow.’’ 

An  opportunity  was  then  afforded  for  purchasing  a  printed  re¬ 
port  of  the  Atlanta  Convention,  which  was  readily  accepted  by 
many.

NORMAL  CLASS  AND  TEACHER’S  MEETING 

was  discussed  by  Rev.  Jesse  B.  Young,  Carlisle. 

The  speaker  said  that  the  good  people  of  staid  old  Shippensburg  for  once 
would  not  get  to  bed  at  nine  o’clock,  and  hoped  they  would  not  grow  weary 
under  his  discussion.  Why  he  was  given  the  double  subject  he  could  not 
say,  unless  it  was  for  the  same  reason  that  the  farmer  gave  when  asked  why 
he  always  drove  the  white  horse  with  the  black  horse?  “Because  they  go 
together,”  The  subject  to  the  speaker  was  crab-like— you  could  begin  at 
either  end,  so  he  would  begin  at  the  last  end.  Daniel  Webster,  when  asked 
how  he  became  so  great  a  man,  replied:  “By  giving  attention  to  definitions.” 
So  in  commencing  his  address  he  wanted  the  convention  to  know  the  mean¬ 
ing  of  the  different  words.  Teachers’  meeting  is  not  a  business  meeting,  nor 
a  cabinet  meeting,  nor  a  council  of  war,  nor  a  faculty  meeting,  nor  a  prayer- 
meeting — but  a  real,  genuine,  live,  new  fashioned— not  old  fashioned— meet¬ 
ing,  held  weekly  and  not  every  six  months  or  a  year,  as  it  suited  the  people. 
A  live,  active  school  cannot  exist  without  a  Teacher’s  meeting.  In  explain¬ 
ing  the  requirements  in  studying  a  lesson  he  gave  the  following: 

1.  Connection  with  last  lesson. 

2.  Read  lesson  verse  by  verse  and  carefully  analyze. 

3.  Truth  and  Fact  go  hand  in  hand,  analyze  and  form  outline. 

4.  What  particular  lesson  in  their  lesson  for  each  class — the  general  main 
point. 

In  reply  to  why  should  we  have  a  Teacher’s  meeting  he  gave  the  reason 
that  they 

1.  Insure  better  preparation. 

2.  Truth  is  viewed  from  different  stand  points. 

3.  Place  for  manifestation  and  expression  of  Christian  sympathy. 

4.  Suggestions  for  teaching. 

Normal  meant  carpenters  rule— a  standard.  A  Normal  School  is  one  from 
which  is  drawn  a  model  school.  The  speaker  recited  Dickens’  burlesque  on 
the  usefulness  of  Normal  Schools,  which  was  highly  enjoyable.  Normal 
Schools  were  established  over  forty  years  ago,  at  Lexington,  Mass.,  and 
though  of  a  few  years’  growth  yet  had  raised  the  standard  of  scholars  and 
teachers.  Professional  training  is  the  demand  of  the  age.  The  late  war 
witnessed  the  fact  that  none  but  those  who  graduated  at  West  Point  obtain¬ 
ed  high  distinction — so  in  the  world  of  letters,  a  man  to  obtain  the  highest 
title  must  be  a  graduate  of  some  school  of  learning.  But  there  must  be  a 
“golden  mean”  taken  when  we  refer  to  men  of  letters.  We  must  not  be 
Jasper  like  and  say,  “trainin’  and  book  lamin’  is  not  needed,”  nor  on  the 
other  hand  say  you  must  be  a  graduate  of  a  Normal  School.  Yet  Normal 
Schools  are  needed  and 

1.  Secular  education  is  certainly  advancing. 

2.  Biblical  precedence— Moses,  Samuel,  Saul,  &e. 

3.  Average  ignorance  of  Sabbath  School  Teachers  and  Church  goers. 

4.  Need  to  train  Teachers  for  their  work. 
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The  needs  of  a  Teacher  are 

1.  Know  something  about  the  Book, 

2.  Know  the  Book  itself. 

3.  Geography  of  the  Bible, 

On  this  point  he  told  his  attempt  in  teaching  the  lesson  on  “Saul’s  conver¬ 
sion”  on  his  way  from  Jerusalem  to  Damascus.  When  he  asked  the  children 
where  Saul  was  going  they  all  replied  to  the  “alms  house,”  that  place  being 
associated  in  their  minds  with  Damascus.  The  Secretary  recalled  an  instance 
while  teaching  in  a  Mission  School  in  Poughkeepsie,  K.  Y.  He  asked  his 
class  where  Paul  was  going  in  the  vessel  on  his  second  Missionary  journey. 
Knowing  only  one  city  they  all  said  “New  York,” 

4.  Antiquity  of  the  Bible. 

5.  Character  of  the  Bible — teach  by  example. 

6.  Doctrines  of  the  Bible. 

7.  How  to  teach— apply  theory  and  practice. 

8.  Raise  the  standard  of  teaching. 

Results  would  be 

1.  Teaching  power  of  Pastor  and  Teacher  would  be  largely  developed. 

2.  Teachers  and  young  people  would  b6  trained. 

3.  Ignorance  will  be  baffled  and  overcome. 

After  singing  the  Doxology,  and  pronouncing  of  the  Benedic¬ 
tion  by  Rev.  Hutchinson,  of  West  Fairview,  Convention  adjourn¬ 
ed  to  meet  Friday  morning  at  8:30  o’clock. 


FRIDAY  MORNIXG. 

The  Convention  re-assembled  at  8:30  A.  M.  Devotional  Ser¬ 
vices  conducted  by  II.  D.  Musser,  of  West  Fairview,  who  read  the 
24th  Psalm.  At  9  o’clock  President  Stock  took  the  chair.  Rev. 
Jesse  B.  Young,  of  Carlisle,  led  in  prayer,  asking  God’s  blessing 
upon  the  future  work  of  the  Convention.  The  chair  announced 
the  following  Committees  :

Reports  of  Vice  Presidents  being  next  in  order  the  following 
written  reports  were  read.  That  of  W.  Penn  Lloyd,  of  Mechan- 
icsbuig,  was  read  by  E.  S.  Wagoner. 
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REPORT. 

We  regret  to  say  that  our  own  Sabbath  School  duties  have  prevented  us  from 
visiting  the  schools  of  this  borough  as  frequently  as  was  our  desire,  and  this 
repoit  must,  consequently,  be  less  full  and  satisfactory.  There  are  nine 
schools  in  our  town,  all  of  them  having  quite  an  encouraging  attendance 
as  the  statistical  report  in  the  hands  of  your  Secretary  will  show.  But  there 
is  still  a  rich  field  for  missionary  work,  as  there  are  many  yet  in  our  commu¬ 
nity  who  totally  disregard  the  precious  benefits  of  Bible  Study. 

Pastors. — We  believe,  without  exception,  our  pastors  are  earnest,  live 
men  in  the  cause;  and  recognize  their  schools,  not  as  a  subordinate,  but  a 
co-ordinate  branch  of  their  churches.  Several  of  them  are  Superintendents  of 
their  schools,  others  teach  adult  Bible  Classes,  and  all  are  present  in  some 
capacity  during  the  sessions  ©f  the  schools.  In  some  of  the  schools  the  Pastor 
devotes  ten  minutes  of  each  session  to  catechetical  instruction.  With  few 
exceptions  we  have  also  their  hearty  co  operation  in  all  union  efforts  for  the 
advancement  of  the  cause.  Some  of  the  Pastors,  too,  hold  stated  children’s 
services,  at  which  time  a  sermon,  suitable  to  the  mental  capacity  of  the 
young,  is  preached,  and  the  singing  aDd  other  services  are  mainly  conducted 
by  the  children.  A  more  general  adoption  of  this  plan  or,  more  “milk  for 
the  babes,”  in  all  the  sermons,  would  doubtlessly  do  much  to  attract  our 
Sabbath  School  scholars  to  the  services  of  the  church.  Could  not  we  have 
in  each  sermon  some  spiritual  food  specially  prepared  for  infant  digestion? 
Adults  even  have  grown  “fairer  and  fatter”  on  pulse  and  water. 

Superintendents. — Weighed  in  the  balance  with  a  clear  conception  of  their 
duties  and  an  earnest  desire  faithfully  to  discharge  them,  we  think  we  can 
state,  without  any  mental  reservation,  that  none  of  our  Superintendents 
would  be  found  wanting.  Yet,  we  believe  that  none  of  them  are  troubled 
with  that  seductive  but  dangerous  conviction  that  there  is  no  more  room  for 
improvement,  but  rather  are  impressed  with  the  solemn  fact  that  in  our  work 
lor  the  Master  it  always  will  rt  quire  our  best  efforts  to  keep  abreast  with  our 
responsibilities.  We  beg  to  suggest,  however,  that  some  of  them  might  in¬ 
crease  their  usefulness  by  giving  more  attention  to  some  minor  details, 
which  are  often  overlooked  because  cf  their  apparent  unimportance.  Such 
as  to  be  at  their  schoolrooms  in  time  to  greet  all  with  a  pleasant  good  morn¬ 
ing;  to  be  severely  prompt  in  opening  the  school  at  the  hour  named;  and 
equally  exacting  in  observing  the  time  specified  for  each  exercise,  also  rigidly 
requiring  attention  from  all  before  commenceing  any  of  them.  More  care 
might  also  be  given  to  the  selection  and  especially  to  the  reading  of  the 
hymns,  that  the  sentiments  of  the  song  may  warm  the  heart  and  the  siDging 
be  done  “with  the  spirit  and  the  understanding.”  Is  there  not  danger  of 
our  Sabbath  School  singing  becoming  more  a  mere  musical  exercise  than 
what  should  be  our  constant  and  earnest  endeavors  to  make  it,  a  religious 
service  and  act  of  worship?  The  opening  prayer,  in  some  cases,  is  too 
general,  and  in  nearly  all  too  long.  Rather  let  it  be  inspired  by  the  truths  of 
the  lesson,  making  brevity  one  of  its  enforced  merits,  and  reserving  our  long 
prayers  for  our  closets  before  we  enter  our  schoolrooms.  The  reading  of 
the  lesson  also  might  be  much  improved  by  some  of  our  Superintendents 
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We  observed  iu  some  cases  that  scarcely  one  half  of  the  school  joined  in 
reading  the  lesson,  and  for  the  simple  reason  that  the  scholars  could  not 
:  follow  the  example  set  by  the  Superintendent.  By  timing  concert  readings 
and  recitations  to  suit  the  slow  delivery  of  the  least  advanced,  encourages 
thpm  to  join  in  the  exercise  and  it  is  made  a  pleasure  and  a  profit  to  all. 

Teachers.— Our  teachers,  with  an  occasional  exception,  seem  to  be  inspired 
by  that  conscientious  appreciation  of  their  duties  that  always  insures  the 
fullest  measure  of  success  in  the  Master’s  work.  An  occasional  one  may  be 
found  to  whom  the  time  assigned  to  the  lesson  appears  “to  drag  its  slow 
length  along,”  and  whose  restless  and  inattentive  scholars  show  plainly  that 
they  are  being  served  with  hastily  prepared  and  unseasoned  fare— that  they 
are  being  fed  on  husks.  Such  cases,  we  confess  with  regret,  there  are  among 
our  teachers.  But  the  gratifying  opposite— the  honest,  the  genuine  teacher, 
we  rejoice  to  be  able  to  say  is  found  so  generally  in  our  schools  that  we  trust 
I  these  counterfeits  will  become  so  uncomfortably  conspicuous  a3  to  be  com¬ 
pelled  to  reform  or  retire. 

Teachers'1  Meeting. — Nearly  all  of  our  schools  hold  Teachers’  Meetings,  yet 
there  is  but  one,  we  believe,  which  meets  regularly  each  week  and  is  exclu¬ 
sively  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  lesson.  One  school  also  holds  a  teachers’ 
prayermeeting  immediately  before  the  opening  of  the  session, 

The  Union  Normal  Bible  Class. — This  class  was  started  in  February,  1S74, 
i  by  a  tew  persons  from  the  different  churches  meeting  once  a  week  for  Bible 
study.  It  has  grown  during  the  four  years  of  its  existence,  beyond  the  most 
sanguine  expectations  of  its  friends,  steadily  increasing  in  interest  and  mem¬ 
bers,  until  it  has  now  become  one  of  the  permanent  religious  institutions  of 
our  town.  Its  sessions  are  held  in  the  several  churches  alternately,  on  Sab¬ 
bath  afternoon  continuing  one  hour,  and  as  our  schools,  with  one  exception, 
mett  in  the  forenoon,  a  large  portion  of  our  Pastors,  Superintendents  aud 
Teachers  are  found  among  its  members.  On  starting  this  class  it  was  feared 
that  the  various  sectarian  views  represented  by  its  members  might  produce 
i  differences  that  would  destroy  its  usefulness.  But  a  tacit  understanding 
among  its  friends  to  discourage  all  quibbling  and  controversy,  together  with 
the  Divine  blessing  sought  in  prayer  for  a  spirit  of  Christian  charity  and 
tolerance,  entirely  removed  this  greatest  danger  to  its  success.  Of  the  many 
rich  fruits  already  gathered  from  the  blessed  influences  of  this  Uoion  Bible 
t  Class,  we  beg  to  refer  briefly  to  a  few.  It  has  awakened  an  increased  inter- 
I  est  in  the  study  of  the  Bible  in  our  midst,  and  also  in  the  preaching  of  the 
Word.  It  has  done  much  toward  breaking  down  “the  middle  wall  of  parti¬ 
tion”  of  denominational  prejudice  and  has  proven  itself  a  most  efficient  pro¬ 
moter  of  Christian  Union.  It  has  greatly  increased  the  teaching  power  in 
our  town,  brought  to  the  light  of  day  many  hidden  talents  and  added  largely 
to  the  adult  attendance  in  our  schools. 

District  Convention  Work.— The  lower  Dis'rict of  this  County,  comprising 
!  the  Boroughs  of  Meehanksburg,  Sbiremanstown  and  New  Cumberland,  and 
the  Townships  of  Upper  and  Lower  Allen,  Hampden  and  East  Pennsboro’, 
was  organiz  d  in  September  last  and  has  held  three  Quarterly  Conventions. 
Evidences  of  the  beneficial  effects  of  these  Conventions  are  seen  in  the 
increased  efficiency  in  the  work  and  in  the  steady  growth  of  an  earnest  and 
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intelligent  enthusiasm  for  the  cause.  Schools  have  been  kept  open  the  whole 
year,  which  formerly  were  always  closed  during  the  winter,  and  from  almost 
every  section  come  reports  of  large  increases  in  attendance  and  especially  of 
adult  persons.  One  school  in  the  adjoining  district,  through  the  energetic 
labors  of  its  Superintendent  and  teachers,  aided  by  the  mission  efforts  of  a 
few  outside  friends,  has  increased  its  aggregate  attendance  from  fifty  or 
sixty,  to  one  hundred  and  eighty,  nearly  one-half  of  whom  are  grown  persons; 
and  this  under  all  the  disadvantages  to  which  country  schools  are  subject 
from  bad  roads  and  inclement  weather  during  the  winter  months. 

In  conclusion,  we  feel  we  can  truthfully  say  to  our  brother  workers  of  the 
county,  that  the  Lower  End  has  made  no  step  backward— that  we  believe 
the  Lord  has  graciously  blessed  our  labors  in  the  past,  and  that,  with  this 
encouraging  conviction  to  stimulate  us  to  still  greater  efforts,  we  look  hope¬ 
fully  forward  for  yet  more  glorious  results  in  the  coming  year. 

Alpheus  M.  Clark  reported  Newburg  Borough  instead  of  John 
Hefflefinger,  dec’d. 

REPORT. 

We  have  three  schools  in  the  Borough,  the  Church  of  God,  United  Breth¬ 
ren  and  Presbyterian,  all  of  which  are  kept  open  during  the  year.  I  have 
visited  the  Church  of  God  School  lately  and  found  it  in  good  working  condi¬ 
tion,  it  beiDg  well  supplied  with  teachers,  who  were  apparently  all  much 
interested  and  zealous  workers  in  the  cause.  Its  Superintendent,  Wm.  P. 
Hefflefinger,  has  been  filling  that  position  for  the  past  six  years  or  more  and 
is  a  zealous  worker  in  the  Sabbath  School  Cause.  The  whole  school  is  alive 
to  the  work  and  cannot  help,  with  the  Grace  of  God,  of  being  the  instrument 
of  doirg  much  good.  Not  expecting  to  be  called  upon  to  report,  I  failed  to 
visit  the  United  Brethren  School  and  am  unable  to  give  much  of  a  report. 
The  school  is  represented  by  two  delegates  who  are  present  and  will  give  the 
condition.  The  Presbyterian,  the  one  with  which  we  are  connected,  is  at 
present  prospering.  During  the  last  year  we  met  with  an  irreparable  loss,  by 
the  mysterious  hand  of  Providence  falling  upon  us,  and  removing  by  death 
from  our  midst  our  much  esteemed  and  dearly  beloved  Superintendent,  B.  A. 
Peebles,  one  who  was  ever  ready  to  lend  a  helping  hand  to  anything  that  was 
to  the  promotion  of  Christ’s  cause.  And  the  loss  that  we  have  sustained  by 
his  death  not  only  as  a  Church  and  Sabbath  School  but  a  community,  cannot 
soon  be  filled.  The  loss  has  been  so  greatly  felt  by  our  school  that  we  feel 
that  our  main  pillar  has  been  taken  from  us  and  that  we  were  ready  to  totter 
to  pieces,  though  by  the  Grace  of  God  we  have  been  enabled  to  keep  our 
school  together,  and  on  examining  the  Secretary’s  report  find  that  our  school 
for  the  past  two  Sabbaths  showed  a  better  attendance  than  any  time  during 
the  year.  The  school  is  blessed  with  officers  and  teachers,  all  of  whom  are 
professing  Christians,  with  but  one  or  two  exceptions.  The  school  is  working 
harmoniously,  and  each  officer  and  teacher  seems  to  realize  the  responsibdity 
vesting  upon  him  or  her.  The  schools  all  have,  I  believe,  weekly  Teachers’ 
Meetings.  In  consequence  of  the  death  of  John  Hefflefinger,  Esq.,  Vice  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Newburg  Borough,  I  was  requested  to  give  a  report  of  the 
schools,  to  which  I  submit  the  foregoing  brief  report. 
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Penn  Township — F.  G.  Williamson. 

REPORT. 

We  have  five  schools  in  our  township.  I  visited  all  but  one.  The  attend¬ 
ance  was  good  up  to  about  August,  when  there  was  considerable  falling  off. 
1  found  there  were  two  leasons  for  this;  one  was  the  irregular  attendance  of 
teachers,  and  a  want  of  co-operation  of  parents  and  Church  members.  The 
schools  are  open  during  the  summer  and  closed  in  winter.  The  Dunkard 
school  I  consider  the  best  conducted  school  in  the  Township.  We  held  a 
District  Convention  last  December  and  it  was  a  success,  and  I  think  it  will 
be  the  means  of  doing  much  good. 

Westpennshoro’  Township — J.  N".  Mowery. 

REPORT. 

April  14.— Visited  Plainfield  Bethel  Sabbath  School— morning  fine.  School 
opened  at  81  o’clock  by  singing  and  prayer.  The  order  was  good  and  the 
devotional  exercises  were  gone  through  with  due  solemnity.  The  school 
was  slimly  attended  on  the  aforesaid  morning,  very  few  children  being 
present  and  about  Gfteen  adults  in  the  Bible  Class. 

May  12. — Visited  riainfield  Lutheran  Sabbath  School  and  found  a  pretty 
full  house  at  an  early  hour,  about  fifty  pupils  being  in  attendance — adults, 
youth  and  small  children.  Good  order  prevailed  throughout  the  session. 
School  opened  at  81  o’clock  by  singing  and  prayer.  The  deyotional  part  was 
good  and  the  exercise  of  the  Bible  Class  was  yery  lively  and  interesting. 
Concert  Reading  is  practiced  in  this  school. 

May  12,  Afternoon,  21  o’clock.— Visited  Mt.  Rock  Union  Sabbath  School 
and  found  quite  a  goodly  number  present,  mostly  adults;  some  youth  but 
very  few  small  children.  School  opened  by  singing  and  prayer,  then  came 
the  concert  reading  of  lesson  and  the  Psalm,  in  connection  with  the  lesson  in 
the  International  Lesson  Leaf.  At  the  close  of  the  session  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  gave  quite  a  glowing  description  of  the  City  of  Babylon.  The 
school  then  closed  by  singing. 

May  19,  Afternoon,  21  o’clock.— Visited  Palm3town  Union  Sabbath  School, 
found  Brother  John  Wise,  the  Superintendent,  at  his  post  with  about  forty 
youth  and  small  children,  with  Assistant  Superintendent  and  other  officers 
and  teachers  all  in  their  respective  places,  all  apparently  at  home.  School 
opened  and  closed  by  singing  and  prayer.  Had  a  short  chat  with  the  child- 
i  ren,  the  answers  being  very  prompt. 

M’Allister’s  Union  Sabbath  School.— The  school  with  which  I  am  connect¬ 
ed  is  in  a  prospering  condition,  the  pupils  ranging  from  married  men  and 
women  down  to  children  of  5  or  6  years  of  age.  The  Bible  Classes  are  very 
interesting,  many  of  the  members  of  both  classes  being  professors  of  Relig¬ 
ion  and  are  earnest  seekers  after  Bible  knowledge.  The  only  difficulty  this 
school  is  laboring  under  is  the  procuring  of  teachers  in  the  Primary  Depart¬ 
ment.  We  use  the  International  Lessons  as  prepared  by  the  Sunday  School 
Times.  All  schools  visited  use  International  Lessons.  Did  not  visit  the 
Springfield  Sabbath  School,  so  I  cannot  report  anything  about  it. 
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Newton  Township — W.  C.  Koons. 

REPORT. 

There  are  six  Sabbath  Schools  in  the  Township.  1  visited  each  school  twice 
during  the  past  year,  once  in  the  early  summer  and  once  in  Autumn.  I  did 
not  find  as  many  scholars  in  any  of  the  schools  as  are  reported  in  the  minutes 
of  the  last  Convention.  The  several  schools  are  credited  with  a  total  scholar¬ 
ship  of  582.  The  actual  enrollment  for  April  and  May  amounted  to  412  and 
the  average  attendance  was  342.  The  lists  for  September  make  the  total 
scholarship  457,  but  the  average  attendance  is  reduced  to  279.  The  records 
for  the  previous  year,  April  and  May,  1876,  show  that  the  total  scholarship  a 
was  411,  with  an  average  of  317.  Several  of  the  schools  kept  no  list  of  attend-  \ 
ance  towards  the  close  of  the  Autumn  term,  no  estimate  therefore  could  be 
made  of  the  total  scholarship  or  average  attendance  for  September,  1876,  with  j 
a  v;ew  to  a  comparison  with  the  lists  of  the  preceding  year.  At  my  last  j( 
visit  I  found  but  one  school  having  an  increased  average  attendance  of  a 
scholars,  and  it  was  the  only  school  that  had  a  regular  attendance  of  teachers,  h 
The  average  attendance  of  teachers  in  the  other  schools  for  September  stood  :  a, 
one  f,  two  i  and  two  less  than  i.  None  of  the  schools  have  the  sympathy  and  (1 
aid  of  the  entire  Christian  element  in  the  community.  Some  of  the  ruleis  in  p 
the  House  of  God  practically  ignore  the  fact  of  the  existence  of  a  Sabbath  ji 
School  in  their  immediate  neighborhood.  This  unity  of  action  between 
persons  bearing  sacred  office  and  the  indifferent  godless,  is  significant.  I 
found  but  one  school  that  had  a  teachers’  study  meeting.  Only  two  contin¬ 
ued  their  sessions  during  the  previous  winter.  In  this  respect  there  has  been 
a  marked  improvement.  One  only  was  closed  through  the  whole  of  last 
winter.  The  school  at  Stoughsto  wn  not  having  been  sustained  to  the  extent  a 
expected,  discontinued  its  winter  session  in  the  hope  that  it  would  start  p 
under  more  favorable  auspices  in  the  spring.  The  general  absence  of  teachers’  t 
meetings  and  the  obvious  delinquency  of  the  teachers  in  their  class  duties  j 
vould  preclude  the  expectation  that  the  schools  in  the  past  year  were  highly  j| 
favored  spiritually.  But  twelve  accessions  to  the  church  were  reported,  j. 
There  is  urgent  need  of  teachers  better  qualified  and  more  zealous  in  the  work,  j. 
The  conscience  of  the  entire  church  needs  to  be  roused  in  regard  to  the  j 
importance  of  Bible-study  and  Bible-knowledge.  “This  is  life  eternal,  that  a 
they  might  know  Thee,  the  only  true  God,  and  Jesus  Christ  whom  Thou  hast  a 
sent.” 

Silver  Spring  Township — W.  W.  ’Wambaugh. 

REPORT. 

I  have  visited  during  the  year  a  number  of  Sabbath  Schools  in  my  District, 
and  the  work  looks  encouraging.  All  through  they  seem  to  aim  at  perfection  s 
as  nearly  as  possible.  God  grant  that  the  Glorious  work  may  still  prosper  ! 
more  and  more.  As  to  our  District  Conventions  in  the  Middle  District  I  1 
would  say  we  hold  them  triennially.  On  the  8th  and  9th  of  June  last  we  f 
held  our  Convention  at  New  Salem  (Hickorytown),  holding  five  sessions.— 
The  house  was  full  all  the  time,  the  speakers  all  energetic  and  to  the  point,  f 
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and  we  believe  that  it  resulted  in  much  good.  On  the  19th  and  20th  of 
October  we  held  five  sessions  at  Young’s  Church,  which  was  equal  to  the 
other,  aud  the  programme  was  well  arranged  for  the  place  and  was  the  means 
of  keeping  two  schools  open  during  the  winter,  which  always  closed  bere- 
1  tofore  ;  its  effect  was  also  felt  in  the  community.  February  15  and  16  we  held 
J  our  third  Convention  in  St  Paul’s  Church.  The  weather  was  unpleasant 
and  roads  muddy,  but  such  crowds  during  the  whole  time  I  never  saw  before, 

1  and  on  the  whole,  the  speakers  had  an  object  in  view  and  I  think  made  some 
1  impressions.  We  have  in  our  District  sixteen  schools  and  now  we  can  say 
'J  they  all  continue  during  the  year  except  two,  and  I  think  in  the  course  of 
P  another  year  they  too  may  be  in  unison.  Our  next  Convention  will  be  at 
Trindle  Spring  during  the  month  of  June. 

We  have  eight  schools  in  my  District,  all  of  which  are  in  a  very  good  con¬ 
dition  at  this  time,  and  all  except  one  have  been  kept  open  during  the  whole 
year,  and  I  think,  that  by  next  year,  we  will  be  able  to  report  all  kept  up. — 
As  it  is,  it  shows  that  we,  in  this  District,  are  alive  to  our  duty.  To  God 
belongs  all  the  glory.  I  have  been  making  personal  visits  as  time  would 
admit  of,  since  our  last  convention.  I  a3k  an  interest  in  your  prayers 
that  success  may  attend  this  District,  and  not  only  this  District  but  the  cause 
every  where.  May  Heaven’s  blessing  attend  the  cause  in  which  we  are. 
interested. 

Lower  Allen  Township — J.  C.  Nesbit. 


REPORT. 


There  are  two  schools  organized  in  Lower  Allen  Township,  one  at  Lisburn 
and  one  at  Milltown  or  Eberly’s  Mills.  Both  schools  opened  with  fine  pros¬ 
pects  of  good  work,  statistical  reports  of  which  have  been  sent  to  Brother 
Addams.  The  school  at  Lisburn  is  of  long  standing,  organized  about  the 
year  1826,  been  kept  up  ever  since  with  varied  success.  The  prospects  for 
the  future  are  favorable,  the  people  are  becoming  alive  and  awakened  to  the 
importance  of  Sabbath  Schools.  The  greatest  difficulty  here,  is  to  get 
teachers  who  are  capable  and  worthy  to  take  charge  of  the  classes,  yet  we 
hope  that  this  difficulty  may  be  obviated  and  overcome  as  the  great  work 
advances.  I  hope  that  God  may  bless  every  effort  put  forth  for  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  the  Sabbath  School  cause. 


East  Pennsboro’ — J.  Eckert. 


REPORT. 

We  have  7  schools  in  our  District,  but  I  do  not  intend  to  speak  of  them 
separately.  They  are  all  in  a  good  working  condition  so  far  as  I  could  see 
and  hear  from,  and  I  think  that  they  are  doing  a  good  work  from  the  fact 
that  a  goodly  number  have  been  added  from  the  Sabbath  Schools  to  the 
churches.  But  there  is  plenty  of  room  for  improvement  in  this  direction.  I 
think  one  of  the  best  ways  to  improve  Sabbath  School  work  is  to  pray  more 
earnestly  to  God,  and  to  trust  more  in  the  Lord  and  not  so  much  in  ourselves; 
for  God  must  give  the  increase.  We  would  then  ask  the  prayers  of  all  Sab- 
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bath  School  workers  that  we  may  increase  in  number  and  in  strength,  that 
in  the  future  much  more  good  may  be  done  than  in  the  past.  This  is  our 
earnest  desire. 

Hopewell  Township — W.  P.  Hefflefinger. 

REPORT. 

There  are  four  Sabbath  Schools  in  our  district,  three  nf  which  I  have  visit¬ 
ed  this  spring,  each  school  numbering  about  fifty .  the  day  I  visited  them. 
The  Reformed  school  at  Zion’s  Church  is  superintended  by  Adam  Heberlig. 
The  Union  School  at  Clover  Hill  by  David  Deihl,  and  the  Union  School  at 
Mt.  Vernon  by  H.  C.  Pilgrim.  Found  all  the  Superintendents  a:,  their  post, 
ready  to  labor  for  the  good  of  their  several  schools.  When  I  visited  the  Re¬ 
formed  school  the  day  was  not  very  favorable,  and  consequently  there  were 
not  many  little  folks  present,  but  I  found  the  young  men  and  ladies  willing 
to  take  p  irt  in  the  exercises,  which  is  not  always  the  case.  There  are  some 
persons,  when  they  are  once  iu  their  teens,  think  tiny  are  too  old  to  be 
taught  in  the  Sabbath  School.  When  this  is  the  case  it  seems  to  indicate  a 
lack  of  moral  training,  for  the  wise  man  has  said,  “train  up  a  child  in  the 
way  it  should  go  and  when  it  is  old  it  will  not  depart  therefrom.”  The 
school  at  Fairview  I  did  not  visit.  I  learn  that  they  organized  on  last  Sab¬ 
bath  a  week,  with  Geo.  A.  Gamber  as  Superintendent.  I  would  suggest  that 
where  Sabbath  Schools  expect  to  go  to  sleep  in  the  Fall  that  they  elect  their 
Superintendent  for  the  year,  and.  not  six  months,  as  is  the  case  some  places, 
so  that  there  may  be  somel  person  duly  authorized  to  awake  them  in  the 
spring,  or  one-half  of  the  summer  will  pass  by  before  the  school  will  get 
properly  organized. 

German  Baptist  School  of  Huntsville — J.  L.  Williams. 

REPORT. 

Last  season  was  the  first  attempt  to  organize  a  school,  which  met  with  so 
much  success  and  aroused  such  an  interest  in  the  Sabbath  School  cause  iu 
the  community  which  will  not  soon  be  forgotten.  During  the  winter  months 
the  school  closed,  and  a  Bible  Class  was  started  to  meet  in  the  church  one 
night  each  week,  open  to  all.  It  was  a  success,  and  when  spring  returned  it 
found  all  anxious  and  eager  to  open  the  school,  which  was  done  on  the 
second  Sabbath  in  April  by  electing  six  officers  and  thirteen  teachers.  Regu¬ 
lar  attendance,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  scholars.  School  increasing 
each  Sabbath,  in  numbers  and  interest.

We  have  seven  Sabbath  Schools  in  our  town,  viz  :  Presbyterian,  Lutheran, 
German  Reformed,  Methodist,  Church  of  God, United  Brethern,  and  African. 
I  have  not  visited  all  the  schools  in  town,  but  so  far  as  I  have  learned  I  am 
happy  to  say  that  they  are  all  doing  well  and  are  prospering.  God  has  bless* 
ed  their  efforts  in  the  past,  precious  souls  have  been  converted  to  God  and 
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under  God  the  Sabbath  Schools  in  our  town  are  accomplishing  a  good  work. 
And  our  prayer  to  God  is  that  he  will  continue  to  bless  the  efforts  put  forth 
by  our  schools  and  that  many  more  precious  souls,  for  whom  Christ  died,  may 
be  gathered  into  the  fold  of  our  Blessed  Redeemer.

After  benediction  by  Rev.  J.  T.  Stearn,  the  Convention  adjourned. 
FRIDAY  AFTERNOON. 


The  Convention  reassembled  in  the  M.  E.  Church.  An  inter¬ 
esting  half  hour  prayermeeting  was  conducted  by  Rev.  J.  W. 
Tressler,  of  West  Fairvirw.  At  2  o’clock  the  President  was  in  the 
chair.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Wm.  Carlile,  Shippensburg. 

The  first  topic  for  afternoon, 

“the  superintendent  in  the  desk,” 

was  discussed  by  Rev.  C.  T.  Stearn,  who  said  : 

I  don’t  profess  to  be  an  expert  in  the  position  of  Superintendent.  I  have 
had  considerable  experience  in  this  department  of  Sabbath  School  work.— 
That  we  may  get  the  very  best  methods  for  running  our  schools  the  plans 
suggested  here  should  be  thoroughally  ventilated,  therefore  I  ask  that  you 
unhesitatingly  criticize  my  remarks  to  your  own  satisfaction.  “The  Superin. 
tendent  in  the  Desk”  embraces  nearly  all  connected  with  the  management 
and  conduct  of  the  school,  therefore  I  will  give  a  few  suggestions  which  I 
regard  as  being  pertinent.to  the  subject  before  us.  I  would,  if  at  all  practicable, 
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have  the  Sabbath  School  meet  in  the  morning:.  There  are  many  advantages 
realized  by  meeting  in  the  morning.  The  teacher  is  better  prepared  to  teach, 
and  the  scholar  is  in  better  condition  to  be  taught  and  retain  what  is  learned. 
The  after  part  of  the  day  is  open  for  us  to  attend  the  preaching  of  the  word, 
reading  our  Bibles,  home  instruction,  prayer  and  religious  meditation,  all  of 
which  we  need  so  much  as  Christian  workers.  The  Superintendent  should 
always,  if  possible,  be  the  first  in  the  room,  that  he  may  arrange  things 
about  the  room,  speak  to  any  one  coming  in  with  whom  he  may  have  some¬ 
thing  to  say,  hold  a  short  prayermeeting  with  the  teachers,  &c.  Punctually 
at  the  time  appointed  he  should  be  in  his  place  and  tap  the  bell  or  call  to 
order;  this  should  be  done  as  quietly  as  possible.  The  Superintendent  should 
be  as  quiet  and  orderly  in  his  work,  as  he  would  have  the  school  be.  A  noisy 
Superintendent  will  always  have  a  noisy  school;  he  should  be  cheerful  and 
pleasant,  but  not  childish  and  frivolous.  Ihe  spirit  and  temper  mani¬ 
fested  by  the  Superintendent  is  generally  the  spirit  and  temper  of  the  school. 
If  he  is  a  man  of  sunshine  there  will  be  sunshine  in  the  school,  and  if  he  is  a 
man  of  cloudy,  stormy  temper,  there  will  generally  be  cloud  and  storm  in  the 
s  -hool.  He  should  be  a  wide-awake  and  enterprising  man.  If  he  hears  or 
sees  something  new  that  he  has  reason  to  believe  would  benefit  the  school  he 
should  try  to  introduce  it,  but  always  in  such  a  way  as  not  to  cause  conten¬ 
tion  or  strife.  If  he  sees  an  eff  »rt  being  made  to  introduce  something  that 
would  not  be  good  for  the  school,  he  should  shut  the  door  against  it,  and  this 
he  must  try  to  do  wisely  and  discreetly,  so  as  not  to  disturb,  if  possible,  the 
harmony  of  the  school.  He  should  have,  to  some  extent,  (as  the  old  saying 
is),  a  head  of  his  own  ;  he  must  have  plans  and  ideas  of  his  own,  and  must 
not  be  led  around  by  every  one  that  would  dictate  to  him  ;  at  the  same  time 
he  should  be  willing  to  counsel  and  advise  with  such  as  he  has  reason  to 
beiieve  would  give  wise  counsel.  He  should  be  a  man  of  fervent  piety, 
should  pray  much,  and  have  unswerving  faith  in  God  and  the  promises  of  his 
word.  “Without  faith  it  is  impossible  to  please  God.”  “Faith  lends  wings 
to  our  prayers.”  If  we  pray  and  have  faith,  God  will  bless  the  work  of  our 
hands.  By  being  deyoted  to  God  the  faultfinding  and  complaining,  and  the 
many  unpleasant  things  that  the  superintendent  has  to  contend  with  in  his 
work  will  be  easily  overcome.  The  school  should  not  continue  more  than 
one  hour,  or  an  hour  and  a  quarter.  Commence,  say  at 

8:30.— Sing.  Fray.  Sing.  Have  roll  call  of  officers  and  teachers.  Col¬ 
lection.  Read  the  Lesson  of  the  day. 

8:45. — Recitation  of  Lesson  in  classes.  Roll  Call  in  classes. 

9:10. — Review.  Blackboard  illustrations.  Bible  Geography,  or  remarks  by 
Superintendent,  Pastor  or  some  suitable  person. 

9:25.— Singing.  Reciting  the  Lord’s  Prayer.  Ten  Commandments,  or 

Apostles’  Creed.  Dismissal. 

Further  remarks  on  this  topic  were  made  by  "W.  P.  Hefflefinger, 
Newburg  ;  Rev.  Baptist,  Mechanicsburg. 

Just  here  a  collection  was  taken  up,  amounting  to  §3  04.

Rev.  S.  W.  Reigart,  of  Mechaniesburg,  took  up  the  topic, 

THE  BLACKBOARD  IN  THE  SABBATH  SCHOOL — ITS  USE  AND  ABUSE. 

It  is  too  late  in  the  day  to  ask  thf  question,  “Should  the  Blackboard  be  used 
in  the  Sabbath  School?”  Its  value  in  impressing  religious  truth  upon  the  mind 
is  conceded  by  the  best  teachers,  and  no  Sabbath  School  is  now  complete 
without  it.  Through  the  eje  as  well  as  through  the  ear  the  heart  is  reached, 
and  impressions  are  deepest  which  are  made  through  both  senses.  God  taught 
His  people  in  olden  times  by  means  of  object  lessons,  and  when  the  wicked 
Belshazzar  failed  to  profit  by  the  lessons  taught  by  God’s  Word  and  God’s 
Providence,  his  conscience  was  aroused  by  a  lesson  written  by  God’s  own 
finger  on  his  palace  wall.  The  handwriting  on  the  wall  may  be  regarded  as  a 
most  impressive  blackboard  exercise.  The  blackboard  should  be  used  to 
illustrate  and  enforce  the  lesson,  not  to  show  the  skill  of  the  artist.  Many 
blackboard  exercises  are  too  elaborate,  too  complex,  and  thus  serve  as  barriers 
rather  than  aids  in  interpreting  the  lesson.  We  do  not  want  enigmas,  puzzles, 
rebuses,  drawn  upon  the  board.  The  effect  of  such  pictures  is  to  draw  away 
the  attention  of  the  pupil  from  the  lesson.  A  single  point  is  enough  to 
illustrate  at  a  time.  The  blackboard  exercise  net d  not  be  a  picture.  All 
Superintendents  are  not  Artists.  It  may  be  simply  a  summing  up  of  the 
lesson— a  jotting  down  of  the  main  points,  the  heads  of  the  lesson — to  freshen 
the  memory.  The  blackboard  may  also  be  used  for  drawing  maps  in  such 
schools  as  are  not  furnished  with  such  appliances.  The  journeys  of  Paul  or 
of  Christ  may  be  traced  in  this  way.  It  must  always  be  remembered  that 
blackboard  exercises  have  no  merit  of  their  own,  but  are  serviceable  only  as 
making  prominent  the  truth,  of  interpreting  or  enforcing  the  lessons  of  God’s 
word. 

The  speaker  then,  by  two  simple  pictures,  illustrated  on  the 
board  the  lesson  for  next  Sabbath,  bringing  out  the  truth  that 
man’s  character,  as  weighed  in  the  balances  of  Divine  justice,  is 
found  wanting,  and  that  the  deficiency  is  made  up  only  by  the 
appropriation  of  the  Righteousness  of  Christ. 

Music — “I  Gave  My  Life  for  Thee.” 

The  topic,  “Practical  Thoughts  on  Primary  Teaching,”  was 
then  taken  up.  The  Convention  was  addressed  by  Prof.  Hays  on 
the  peculiarities,  mental  and  physical,  of  young  children,  showing 
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that  it  was  their  nature  to  be  full  of  vivacity,  mind  very  active  a^ 
well  as  very  retentive,  and  hence  there  must  be  a  corresponding 
sprightliness  on  the  part  of  the  teacher,  in  order  to  make  his 
instructions  either  interesting  or  effective.  We  must  treat  children 
as  children;  and  address  ourselves  largely  to  their  perceptive  facul¬ 
ties  rather  than  their  reason,  hence  facts  and  illustrations  gathered 
both  from  the  natural  and  spiritual  worlds  are  full  of  interest  to 
the  youthful  mind.  He  then  closed  by  showing  liow  difficult  it 
was  to  so  simplify  the  truths  ot  the  gospel  that  they  may  take  hold 
of  the  heart  and  conscience  of  a  little  child  and  shape  its  future 
destinv.  Hone  but  the  most  diligent  students  are  fit  for  such  an 
undertaking  and  then  only  when  they  have  earnestly  sought  and 
obtained  the  aid  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  without  whose  help  no  teach¬ 
ing  can  be  made  effective. 

“The  Teacher  in  the  Class”  was  ably  handled  by  Miss  Delia  T. 
Smith,  of  the  Shippensburg  Normal  School.  Herself  a  teacher, 
she  knew  the  wants  of  the  children,  and  from  the  little  class  before 
her  she  drew  forth  answer  after  answer  to  her  many  questions. 
Her  manner  of  telling  a  story  is  most  pleasing  and  entertaining, 
and  by  the  time  she  had  told  her  story  of  the  little  shepherd  boy, 
David,  the  whole  Convention,  by’  unanimous  thought  and  feeling, 
considered  itself  her  class  and  she  the  teacher.  Unlike  many 
teachers  who  ask  questions  they  themselves  cannot  answer,  Miss 
Smith  at  once  drew  the  undivided  attention  of  her  class  by  relating 
a  story,  the  events  being  in  the  land  of  Palestine,  the  city  being 
Bethlehem.  The  little  boy  of  whom  she  spoke  had  seven  brothers 
and  two  sisters,  and  whose  father  was  Jesse.  Then  she  asked  her 
class  “how  many  brothers  and  sisters  the  little  boy  had  and  wrho 
was  his  father.”  Thus  throughout  her  teaching  she  always  had 
her  class  to  repeat  what  she  had  said  and  thus  were  indelibly  im¬ 
pressed  on  their  youthful  minds  some  truths  that  otherwise  would 
have  been  lost.  Tracing  the  history  of  the  little  boy  from  his 
childish  days  to  those  of  boyhood,  when  he  became  a  shepherd 
boy  and  “tended  his  father’s  sheep,”  she  explained  the  life  of  a 
shepherd  and  how  the  country7  of  Judea,  from  being  hilly,  was  so 
well  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  shepherd.  One  day,  while  watch¬ 
ing  his  sheep,  a  bear  and  a  lion  attacked  his  fold,  and  though  alone 
he  went  out  against  the  lion  and  the  bear  and  slew  them. 
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Thus  was  David  a  hero.  [Unintentionally  the  name  David 
escaped  her  lips  and  she  at  once  remarked  that  she  had  told  the 
name  of  the  little  boy,  and  asked  the  class  what  was  his  name?] 
The  class  on  being  asked  the  name  of  the  shepherd  boy,  responded 
“David.”  Going  still  farther  she  traced  his  history  until  he  came 
“face  to  face”  with  the  giant  Goliath,  and  drew  forth  the  lesson 
that  we,  too,  must  tight  giants.  David  fought  giants,  but  when  he 
trusted  in  God  he  conquered.  The  giants  we  must  fight  in  this 
world  are  sin,  falsehood,  self-will,  ridicule  and  pride.  Our 
thought  should  be,  when  brought  face  to  face  with  these  monsters 
of  destruction,  “I  can  do  all  things  through  Christ  which  strength- 
eneth  me.”  The  class  committed  the  following  lines  of  poetry, 
which  Miss  Smith  taught  them  in  a  few  moments: 

Though  we  are  feeble’  Christ  is  strong; 

H  is  promises  are  true . 

The  above  is  but  a  short  synopsis  of  what  was  said  by  this 
teacher. 

Rev.  S.  W.  Reigart,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Resolutions,  j 
reported  the  following  Resolutions,  which  were  unanimously  t 
adopted :  1 

Besolved,  That  the  progress  of  the  Sabbath  School  work  during  the  past 
year,  manifested  in  the  increased  attendance  upon  the  schools  throughout  1 
the  county,  the  increased  interest  taken  in  the  study  of  the  Bible,  and  the  t 
increased  length  of  time  during  which  the  schools  are  kept  open,  calls  for  our 
devout  thanksgiving  to  Almighty  God’  without  whose  blessing  all  our  efforts 
in  this  cause  must  be  in  vain. 

Besolved,  That  we  re-aflirm  our  determination  to  keep  in  view  in  all  our 
teaching,  that  the  end  of  religious  instruction  is  the  leading  of  our  pupils  to 
Christ  and  the  conversion  of  souls. 

Besolved ,  That  we  recommend  to  all  our  Sabbath  Schools,  wherever  practi- 
canle,  the  holding  of  weekly  teachers’  meetings  for  the  purpose  of  studying 
the  lessons  and  uniting  in  prayer  for  God’s  blessing  on  our  labors. 

Besolved,  That  the  cause  of  Temperance  be  given  a  prominent  place  in  the 
Sabbath  School,  and  that  we  endeavor  to  instill  into  the  minds  of  our  Scholars 
the  duty  of  abstinence  from  all  intoxicating  drinks,  as  well  as  from  the  use 
of  tobacco. 

Besolved,  That  we  recognize  the  importance  of  inculcating  a  deeper  rever¬ 
ence  for  God’s  Word,  His  Day  and  His  House,  and  of  securing,  as  far  as 
possible,  the  attendance  of  oui  scholars  upon  the  services  of  the  Sanctuary. 

Besolved,  That  in  the  death  of  James  W.  Weir,  the  veteran'Sabbath  School 
worker  whose  presence  and  counsel  have  added  so  great  interest  and  profit  to 
our  meetings  in  the  past,  also  the  death  of  Benjamin  Peebles,  of  Hewburg, 
one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  and  founders  of  this  Association,  and  of  John 
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Hefll  finger,  our  second  President,  we  lament  the  loss  of  brethren  endeared 
to  us  by  association  in  the  Sabbath  School  work  as  well  as  by  their  many 
Christian  qualities,  and  that  we  recognize  in  their  removal  a  call  of  the 
Master  to  greater  diligence  in  His  service,  seeing  that  the  time  is  short. 

Eesolvecl ,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  tendered  to  the  trustees 
of  this  church  for  its  use  during  our  meetings,  to  the  citizens  of  Shippens- 
burg  for  their  hospitality,  to  the  C.  Y.  R.  R.,  for  favors,  to  the  newspapers 
of  the  county  for  courtesies,  to  the  organist,  Miss  Rene  Kunkle,  and  the 
choir  for  their  valuable  assistance,  and  to  the  Committee  of  Arrangements 
for  their  efficient  services. 

The  report  was  unanimously  adopted  after  being  amended  by 
the  addition  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved ,  That  we  recommend  to  District  Conventions  the  holding  of 
meetings  but  twice  in  the  year,  instead  of  four  times. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  consisted  of  Rev.  S.  W.  Reigart, 
Rev.  J.  W.  Tressler,  Isaac  Bowman,  Miss  Lizzie  Shell}’,  Miss  Cor- 
inne  Clendenin. 

James  M’Conaughy,  Sec’y  of  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Harrisburg,  in  his 
pleasing,  happy  way,  told  us  “How  to  use  the  Bible.”  The  subject 
taken  for  the  basis  of  his  remarks  was  Psalm  119,  verses,  9, 11,  16, 
17,  25,  28,  38,  41,  42,  43,  49,  50,  57,  58,  65. 

Each  verse  refers  directly  to  the  use  of  God’s  word.  God  has  promised  to 
bless  the  reading  of  His  word.  A  soldier  cannot  use  a  weapon  being  ignorant 
of  the  weapon.  So  in  order  to  use  God’s  word,

The  place  for  holding  the  next  Convention  was  discussed,  and 
Carlisle,  Mechanicsburg  and  Mt.  Holly  Springs  were  offered,  and 
by  vote  of  the  Convention  Mechanicsburg  was  accepted. 

Alf.  II.  Addams  moved  that  when  we  adjourn  wre  adjourn  to 
meet  in  Mechanicsburg  at  the  call  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Alf.  II.  Addams  then  insisted  upon  the  Sabbath  Schools  filling 
up  and  sending  to  him  the  Statistical  Reports  in  time,  so  that  he 
could  come  to  the  Convention  and  enjoy  the  proceedings.  The 
necessity  of  sending  delegates  who  would  come  prepared  to  work 
and  let  those  who  would  not  wrork  stay  at  home. 

J.  C.  Stock  then  caused  great  laughter  by  the  story  of  the  boy 
■who,  while  being  whipped,  laughed  ;  and  the  harder  he  was  beaten 
the  louder  he  laughed,  and  when  asked  why  it  was,  he  said,  “You 
are  whipping  the  wrong  boy.”  So  regarding  the  topic — we  are 
talking  to  the  w?rong  persons.  Those  who  neglected  to  send  reports 
or  even  delegates,  are  not  here,  and  we  had  better  wait  until  we 
have  them  before  us  and  then  talk  to  them. 

Rev.  Wm.  Carlile  heartily  endorsed  the  necessity  of  studying 
the  Scriptures. 

After  singing  “We  Praise  Thee  0  God,”  and  benediction  by 
Rev.  Alleman,  Shippensburg,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet 
at  7:30  P.  M.

STUDY  OF  THE  SCRIPRURES. 

The  subject  was  like  a  long  cord — could  be  lengthened  out  and 
cut  off  what  was  wanted.  No  subject  is  so  replete  with  knowledge. 
•Suits  all  sects,  ages  and  condition  of  mankind. 

Though  the  Bible  is  published  in  all  languages  and  dispersed  in 
all  countries,  yet  there  are  so  few  who  know  how  to  study  the 
Bible.  Many  read  the  Bible  but  that  is  not  study.  To  study  is  to 
fix  the  mind  and  thoughts  upon  it.  You  must  grasp  it.  Memor¬ 
izing  is  not  studying  the  Bible. 

He  divided  the  subject  into  four  heads  or  4  words;  “In¬ 
volves,’’  “Requires,"  “Secures,"  “Demands.” 

The  study  of  the  Scripture 

1.  Involves, 

a  Exercise  of  the  Intellect. 
b  Study  as  a  Book, 
c  Culture  of  the  heart. 
d  Regulation  of  our  life. 

2d.  Requires, 

a  Personal  effort— systematic  work  required. 
b  Di  vine  illumination  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
c  Social  Interchange. 

.3J,  Secures, 

a  Symmetrical  Christian  character. 
b  Exaltation  of  the  family  and  home. 
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c  Honor  and  stability  of  the  state. 
d  Enlargement  and  glory  of  the  Church  herself. 

4th,  Demands, 

a  Very  best  effort  of  the  parent. 
b  Co-operation  of  the  Pastor, 
c  Encouragement  of  the  teacher.

This  lady  has  a  finely  cultivated  voice,  noted  for  its  sweetness  and 
evenness,  and  is  delightful  to  listen  to.  This  solo  was  one  of  the 
“good  things”  of  the  Convention. 

“results  and  rewards,” 

by  Rev.  Joel  Swartz,  P>.  D.,  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  was  handled  in  an 
able  and  entertaining  manner. 

“If  we  are  fishers  of  men  it  is  befitting  that  we  lift  the  net  and  see  what 
we  have  been  doing.  Every  sower  of  seed  ooutinually  asks  “What  shall  the 
harvest  be?”  Whilst  we  are  laboring  we  are  anxious  to  know  what  shall  be 
the  result.  We  may  ask  what  shall  be  the  Results  and  Rewards  of  this 
meeting— but  our  subject  includes  a  wider  scope  of  usefulness— what  shall  be 
the  Results  and  Rewards  of  the  Sabbath  School  work.  ’Tis  hard  to  dis¬ 
tinguish  between  the  Results  and  Rewards.  James  says  “a  man  is  blest  in 
doing  his  deed;”  so  it  often  happens  that  the  reward  comes  with  the  labor. 
The  privilege  of  the  woik  often  is  the  best  reward.  Results  cannot  always  b8 
determined— “one  soweth  and  another  reapeth” — but  the  sower  and  the 
reaper  rejoiceth  together.  Many  wholly  fail  in  their  work  because  they  are 
always  looking  for  the  reward.  We  are  held  responsible,  not  for  the  results, 
but  for  our  fidelity  to  our  work.  God  does  not  ask  of  us  to  labor  successfully. 
He  will  take  care  of  the  success— we  should  toil.  Result  is  that  which  comes 
from  labor  as  the  legitimate  end.  Reward  will  be  the  annex— “the  well 
done.”  Result  is  the  outcome  of  labor.  Reward  comes  from  the  benevolence 
of  the  Master.  Who  can  tell  the  result  of  Man’s  Christian  Work  ?  ’Tis  only 
after  a  succession  of  harvests,  till  the  Judgment  day  breaks  upon  us,  that  we 
shall  be  able  to  sweep  the  horizon  of  God’s  justice  and  mercy,  and  behold  the 
last  rich  harvest.  Labor  on  then,  fellow  laborer.  The  man  who  lifts  a  light  in 
the  dark  finds  the  light  lightens  his  own  feet  first.  So  the  teacher,  uncon¬ 
sciously,  is  the  first  one  that  receives  the  result  of  his  labor.  The  reward  is 
an  addition  to  the  servant  for  his  faithful  work.  The  “well  done”  of  the 
Master  will  be  worth  more  than  the  shouts  of  multitudes.  “Then  they  that 
are  wise  shall  shine  forth  as  the  firmanent  and  they  that  turn  many  to 
righteousness  shall  shine  as  the  stars  forever.”  Then  shall  we  reach  forth 
for  that  “more  exceeding  and  eternal  weight  of  glory.”  Oh  !  “it  doth  not 
yet  appear  what  we  shall  be  but  when  we  shall  see  him  we  shall  behold  him 
as  he  is.”  God  grant  that  the  Results  and  Rewards  of  our  labors  m  iy  be 
infinite.
